Ind to the end no Souldiers may iſſue foz thoſe Wonyes,vnlelke it be by the voluntarie neglect of 


the Defaultersthemſelues, who in that caſe deferue puniſbment, wee haue thought litt hereby topubliſb and declare, That all 


Perſons who haue not already payed, oz that ſhall not befoze Bartholmew day here vnder-mentioned pay the Rents, and other 
payments payableby them to his Mateſtie at Eaſter laſt, oꝛ ſithence , ſhall pzouide their Ponyes by the laid Bartholmew day 
being the twentie fourth day of Auguſt next, And that the Jnhabitants of each Countie by whom any Monyes in that binde is 
payable ſball bzing the ſaid Monyes reſpectiuely to ſuch Towne within the ſaid Lountie as is here vnder-mentioned foz that 
Lountic,and then ſatiſfle the lame, together with the Fees thereof to the partie pꝛoducing an Acquittance fox thole Monyes ſigned 
bythe Receiuer Generals deputie andOfficers ofthe Receipt,wherein if they ſball fayle, they maythen iuſtly expect the Sould:ers 
to be ſent tolye on them till due payment be made, and ik the parties to whom the Acquittances are aſſigned (ball faile to be there 
with the laid Acquittances in that caſe,the partie debtoꝛ beingthere with his Monyes may returne till he be ſent foz at the charges 
of the partie bꝛinging the Acquittance, and no Soul dier in that caſe to goe out. And Me doe alſo hereby relolue and declare that 
fcom hence foꝛ ward there ſball be no Aſſignement giuen oz granted as now and heretofoze to any perſon oꝛ perſons of what con⸗ 
vition oz qualitie ſoeuer of any Monpes papable to his Wateſties vſe, whereof ne require all his Maieſties Teunauts and Far⸗ 
mours, and all others whom it may concerne totake notice: Ind to the end that all ſummes of Money payable to his Maieſtte 
maybe brought into the Receipt of his Mateſties Exchequer accozding to their due times in ſpecie, and that the Tennants and 
Debtoꝛs map not expect to pay any of them elſewhere, Mee doe hereby declare that if any perſon oz perſons ſball faile in payment 
of the Rents at the ſaid Receipt of the Exchequer halfeycarely, that is to ſay, the haifeyeares Rent, and all other Monves due and 
payable to his Mateftie at Michaelmag yearely, at oz befoʒe the laſt day of Hillary Terme, Ind all Rents and other Monyes due 
and payable at Eaſter pcarely at oꝛ befozethe laſt day of Trinitie Terme, that then immediately after theſe Tearmes ſuch ſtrict 
courſes ſball be taken againſt the Defauiters as may be moſt weariue and ſeuere beyond any that hath beene fozmerly taken, Ind 
to the end all his Maieſtics Subiects whom it may concerne may take notice hereof, and that ſuch.of them as ſball be found ne- 
gligent in their payments map be inexculable. mee haue thought fitt by this Our Pꝛoclamation to publiſb and declare Dur re⸗
